1 . The primary reason for allowance of claims 1 -1 0 is that applicant's claimed 
invention includes an inkjet printing method including providing a liquid inkjet ink which 
contains a thermally responsive material that will cause the viscosity of the ink to 
increase rapidly when the ink is heated thereby forming a non-fluidic gel at the elevated 
temperature. It is this limitation, expressed in the claimed combination not found, taught 
or suggested in the prior art, that makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

2. The primary reason for allowance of claims 1 1 -20 is that applicant's claimed 
invention includes an inkjet printing method with controlled color bleed and drop 
coalescence including loading ink ejecting elements of printer with liquid inkjet ink 
including a thermally responsive material that will cause the viscosity of the ink to 
increase rapidly when the ink is heated thereby forming a non-fluidic gel at the elevated 
temperature. It is this limitation, expressed in the claimed combination not found, taught 
or suggested in the prior art, that makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
